We  had  a  request  for  extension  of  Second  Street  at  Cascade  Hill. 
No  sum  was  set  up  for  this  work  as  we  understand  that  the  necessary 
funds  will  come  from  the  Town  Road  Aid  appropriation. 

There  was  a  petition  given  the  Selectmen  on  dredging  Moose  River 
to  take  care  of  any  flood  water.  There  was  no  estimate  given  on  this 
work  and  the  Committee  has  been  given  to  understand  that  the  State 
Highway  Department  were  gathering  figures  on  all  such  damages  to 
present  a  bill  to  this  legislature  for  necessary  funds  to  do  such  work. 
Therefore,  no  amount  was  set  up  for  this  project. 

A  petition  of  ten  voters  or  more  for  an  appropriation  of  $500.00  for 
the  use  of  the  Town  Baseball  Team  was  presented  to  us.  We  did  not 
recommend  this  in  our  budget  but  have  set  it  up  so  that  a  vote  of  the 
meeting  may  be  taken  on  this  question. 

On  petition  for  an  extension  of  the  Lancaster  Road  Sewer  the 
Committee  believes  that  further  investigation  should  be  made  and  re- 
ported on  at  the  next  town  meeting. 

The  School  Board  presented  to  the  Committee  a  request  from  the 
school  teachers  and  janitors  for  a  "cost-of-living  bonus"  for  the  year 
1950-1951.  We  are  submitting  without  recommendation  the  sum  of 
$2400  so  that  this  item  can  be  voted  on  at  the  School  Meeting. 

A  request  was  made  for  funds  for  fire  works  for  patriotic  purposes 
for  the  4th  of  July  Celebration.  We  did  not  recommend  this  in  our 
budget  but  have  set  it  up  so  that  a  vote  of  the  meeting  may  be  taken 
on  this  question.

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Report  of  Recreation  Committee 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Gorham: 

Pursuant  to  the  action  taken  at  the  Town  Meeting  on  March  14, 
1950  the  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  the  following  members  to  the 
Gorham  Recreation  Commission:  Mrs.  J.  Branden  Martel  for  one 
year;  Edward  Penney  and  Albert  Knightly  for  two  years;  Richard  Keir 
and  Clarence  Ashcroft  for  three  years,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  51  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. The  Commission  was  organized  with  Richard  Keir  as  Chairman 
and  Albert  Knightly  as  Secretary. 

Regular  weekly  meetings  were  held  during  the  spring  and  early 
summer  months.  A  program  of  baseball,  basketball,  Softball,  volley- 
ball, horseshoes,  swimming  and  other  athletic  games  was  formulated. 
Louis  E.  Principe  and  Naomi  Hurlbutt  were  employed  as  Supervisors. 
A  rotating  schedule,  including  both  boys  and  girls,  was  operative  from 
June  26  through  September  1  at  the  Cascade  Plats,  Gorham  Commons 
and  the  Moose  Brook  Park. 

The  Brown  Company  very  kindly  leased  the  Cascade  Plats  field 
to  the  Town.  With  the  construction  of  a  new  parking  area  it  should 
be  possible  to  more  fully  develop  and  utilize  the  area. 

Transportation  for  the  swimming  program  was  worked  out  through 
the  cooperation  of  the  Berlin  Street  Railway. 

During  the  year  bills  totaling  $1,491.32  were  approved  by  the 
Commission  and  turned  over  to  the  Selectmen  for  payment.  A  de- 
tailed statement  of  our  expenditures  is  given  below.

THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

Municipal  Budget  Law 

Chapter  52,  Revised  Laws,  As  Amended 


1.  Adoption.  On  petition  of  ten  legal  voters  in  any  town  the 
selectmen  of  that  town  shall  insert  in  the  warrant  for  the  annual 
town  meeting  the  following  article:  "To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to 
adopt  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Budget  Law."  If  the  majority 
of  those  present  and  voting  at  said  meeting  vote  by  ballot  for  its 
adoption,  the  law  shall  remain  in  force  until  rescinded  by  a  majority 
vote  at  a  regular  town  meeting. 

2.  (Chapter  228,  Laws  1949)  Budget  Committee.  The  budget 
committee  shall  consist  of  three,  six,  nine  or  twelve  members-at-large 
as  the  meeting  adopting  the  provisions  hereof  shall  by  vote  determine, 
and  one  member  chosen  by  the  school  board  of  each  school  district 
wholly  within  said  town,  and  one  member  of  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners of  each  village  district  wholly  within  said  town  to  be  designated 
by  said  board,  and  one  member  of  the  board  of  selectmen  to  be  desig- 
nated by  said  board.  The  members-at-large  may  either  be  appointed 
by  the  moderator  or  elected  by  the  town  meeting  as  any  annual  meeting 
may  by  vote  determine,  under  a  proper  article  in  the  warrant  for  said 
meeting,  provided,  however,  that  no  selectman,  town  manager,  member 
of  the  school  board  or  village  district  commissioner  shall  serve  as  a 
member-at-large.  The  majority  of  the  members-at-large  shall  be 
property  taxpayers  and  one  of  said  members-at-large  shall  be  elected 
by  the  budget  committee  as  chairman.  If  said  members-at-large  are 
elected  at  the  town  meeting  it  shall  be  by  majority  vote  by  ballot  or 
acclamation  of  those  present  and  voting.  Where  said  members-at- 
large  are  appointive  such  appointments  shall  be  made  within  thirty 
days  after  the  annual  town  meeting.  One  third  of  the  members-at- 
large  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  one  third  for  two  years,  and  one 
third  for  three  years  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  or  appointed 
and  qualified.  Vacancies  in  the  membership-at-large  shall  be  filled 
by  appointment  by  the  moderator  and  such  appointments  shall  be 
made  within  five  days  from  the  creation  of  the  vacancy.  Such 
appointees  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  annual  town  meeting.  The 
members  selected  by  the  school  board,  the  village  district  com- 
missioners and  the  selectmen  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  and  until 
their  successors  are  qualified. 

3.  Preparation  of  Budget.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  budget 
committee  to  prepare  a  budget  according  to  forms  prescribed  by  the 
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tax  commission  for  town  and  school  expenditures,  and  for  this  purpose 
to  hold  public  hearings,  notice  of  which  shall  be  given  at  least  seven 
days  in  advance.  The  budget  committee  shall  consult  the  selectmen, 
school  board,  and  other  town  officers  and  departments  as  to  the  costs 
of  government,  revenue  anticipated,  and  services  performed,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  any  town  or  school  officer  or  employee  to  furnish 
information  required  by  said  committee.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of 
all  boards  of  selectmen  and  of  school  boards  to  prepare  and  submit 
to  the  budget  committee  of  the  town  an  itemized  statement  of  expected 
receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  ensuing  year  at  such  time  as  said 
budget  committee  shall  fix.  When  completed  the  budget  shall  be 
printed  in  the  town  report  or  separately  and  distributed  or  published 
in  some  newspaper  printed  or  circulated  in  said  town  at  least  one 
week  before  the  town  or  school  meeting.  If  any  town  having  adopted 
the  provisions  hereof,  shall  fail  to  elect  or  appoint  a  budget  com- 
mittee the  selectmen  shall  perform  the  duties  of  said  committee. 

3-a.  (Ch.  192,  Laws  1947)  Special  Meetings.  In  case  a  special 
meeting  shall  be  called  in  any  town,  school  district  or  village  district 
operating  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  budget  committee  shall 
hold  a  meeting  promptly  after  the  posting  of  the  warrant,  shall  con- 
sider the  proposals  looking  toward  the  appropriation  of  money  and 
shall  make  a  written  report  of  their  recommendations  thereon,  which 
report  shall  be  read  by  the  moderator  in  open  meeting  prior  to  con- 
sideration of  the  proposals. 

3-b.  (Ch.  228,  Laws  1949)  Reports.  Upon  completion  of  the 
budgets,  as  provided  in  sections  3  and  3-a  of  this  chapter,  the  chair- 
man of  the  budget  committee  shall  forward  to  the  state  tax  com- 
mission a  copy  of  each  budget  as  approved  by  the  budget  committee. 
The  clerk  of  the  town,  the  school  district,  or  the  village  district,  as 
the  case  may  be,  shall  forward  to  the  state  tax  commission  a  certified 
copy  of  every  vote  taken  looking  to  the  appropriation  of  money; 
provided,  however,  that  if  any  adjournment  of  such  meeting  be  taken, 
the  report  of  such  action  shall  be  forwarded  within  seven  days  of  the 
date  of  taking  such  action. 

4.  (Ch.  192,  Laws  1947)  Limitation.  So  long  as  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter  shall  remain  in  force  in  any  town  the  total  amount 
appropriated  at  any  annual  meeting  shall  not  exceed  by  more  than 
ten  per  cent  the  total  amount  specified  in  the  budget  for  said  meeting, 
and  no  appropriation  shall  be  made  for  any  purpose  not  included  in 
said  budget,  provided,  however,  that  the  budget  committee  may  also 
submit,  without  approval,  items  which  they  do  not  wish  to  recom- 
mend but  which  they  believe  the  voters  should  be  allowed  to  consider 
and  act  upon,  either  favorably  or  unfavorably.  Money  may  be  raised 
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and  appropriated  for  such  items,  but  not  to  an  amount  which  would 
increase  the  total  appropriations,  as  recommended  by  the  budget 
committee,  by  more  than  the  ten  per  cent  allowed  hereunder.  In  the 
event  that  any  part  of  an  appropriation  is  to  be  secured  by  borrowing, 
only  the  amount  to  be  raised  currently  by  taxation  shall  be  included 
as  controlling  the  ten  per  cent  increase  herein  allowable  above 
the  total  amount  specified  in  the  budget  for  said  meeting. 

4-a.  (Ch.  192,  Laws  1947)  Limitation;  Special  Meetings.  So  long 
as  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  remain  in  force  in  any  town 
no  appropriation  shall  be  made  at  any  special  meeting  for  any  pur- 
pose not  approved  by  the  budget  committee  and  no  increase  of  more 
than  ten  per  cent  above  the  amount  approved  by  the  budget  com- 
mittee shall  be  made. 

5.  (Ch.  228,  Laws  1949)  Exceeding  Appropriations.  In  towns 
adopting  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  no  board  of  selectmen,  school 
board,  commissioners  of  a  village  district  wholly  within  said  town, 
or  other  expending  agency  shall  pay  or  agree  to  pay  any  money  or 
incur  any  liability  involving  the  expenditure  of  money  for  any  purpose 
for  which  an  appropriation  has  not  been  made,  or  in  excess  of  any  ap- 
propriation or  allotment  made  to  it,  except  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
judgments  rendered  against  the  town  or  school  district,  or  said  village 
district,  provided,  however,  that  in  case  of  sudden  and  unexpected  emer- 
gency the  selectmen  or  village  commissioners  on  application  to  the  tax 
commission  and  the  school  board  on  application  to  the  state  board  of 
education,  after  hearing,  may  be  given  a  certificate  of  emergency 
authorizing  them  to  make  such  expenditure  or  incur  such  liability, 
provided  that  no  such  certificate  of  emergency  shall  be  granted  unless 
the  budget  committee  of  the  town  has  approved  the  expenditure.  In 
cases  arising  during  the  year  following  the  annual  meeting  where 
changes  occur  which  make  it  unnecessary  to  use  the  amount  appro- 
priated for  a  specific  purpose,  an  unexpended  balance  may  be  trans- 
ferred by  the  board  of  selectmen  or  the  school  board  or  the  village 
commissioners  of  such  village  district  from  one  appropriation  to 
another,  provided  the  total  amount  expended  for  all  purposes  does  not 
exceed  the  total  amount  appropriated  at  the  town,  school  or  village 
district  meetings  for  all  purposes. 

5-a.  (Ch.  80,  Laws  1943)  Authority  of  Budget  Committee.  In  any 
town  which  has  adopted  the  provisions  of  the  municipal  budget  law, 
in  addition  to  its  other  duties  hereunder,  the  budget  committee  shall 
prepare  a  budget  for  any  village  district  or  precinct  wholly  within  the 
boundaries  of  said  town.  The  limitations  upon  town  appropriations, 
provided  by  this  chapter,  shall  apply  to  appropriations  for  said  districts 
or  precincts  and  the  commissioners  of  any  such  district  or  precinct 
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shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  as  other  spending 
agencies  of  said  town.  In  case  of  sudden  and  unexpected  emergency 
the  commissioners  may  apply  to  the  tax  commission  for  a  certificate 
of  emergency,  as  selectmen  may  do  in  the  case  of  a  town. 

6.  (Ch.  11,  Laws  1945)  Penalty.  Any  person  or  persons  violating 
the  provisions  of  section  5  shall  be  subject  to  removal  from  office 
on  proper  petition  brought  before  the  superior  court.  Such  petition 
shall  take  precedence  of  other  actions  pending  in  said  court,  and 
shall  be  heard  and  decided  as  speedily  as  possible. 

7.  (Ch.  228,  Laws  1949)  Duty  of  Officials.  Upon  request  by  the 
budget  committee  the  selectmen,  town  manager,  school  board,  or 
village  district  commissioners  shall  forthwith  submit  to  said  budget 
committee  a  statement  of  all  expenditures  by  them  made  in  such 
detail  as  the  budget  committee  may  require. 

8.  (Ch.  228,  Laws  1949)  Initiation  of  Removal  Proceedings. 
Upon  receipt  of  the  reports  provided  for  by  section  7  hereof,  the 
budget  committee  shall  examine  the  same  promptly,  and  if  it  shall  be 
found  that  the  selectmen,  town  manager,  school  board  or  village 
district  commissioners  have  failed  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
section  5  hereof  a  majority  of  said  committee,  at  the  expense  of  the 
town,  may  petition  the  superior  court  for  removal  as  provided  in 
section  6  of  this  chapter. 


Suggested  Procedure  Under  The  Provisions 
Of  The  Municipal  Budget  Act 


A  municipal  budget  committee  consists  of  three,  six,  nine  or 
twelve  members  at  large  and  one  member  chosen  by  the  school  board 
of  each  district  wholly  within  the  town;  one  member  of  the  board  of 
village  commissioners  of  each  village  district  wholly  in  the  town,  de- 
signated by  the  board;  and  one  member  of  the  selectmen,  designated 
by  them.  The  members  at  large  may  be  elected  by  ballot  or  acclamation, 
or  appointed  by  the  moderator  as  any  annual  town  meeting  may  de- 
termine under  a  proper  article  in  the  warrant;  but  no  selectman,  town 
manager,  school  board  member  or  village  district  commissioner  shall 
serve  as  a  member  at  large.  A  majority  of  the  members  at  large  must  be 
property  taxpayers.  A  member  at  large  must  be  elected  chairman  by 
the  budget  committee.  The  membership  at  large  is  divisible  by  three, 
and  one-third  of  the  membership  at  large  must  be  elected  or  appointed 
annually  to  serve  for  a  three  year  term.  Appointments  must  be  made 
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within  thirty  days  after  the  annual  meeting,  but  vacancies  in  mem- 
bership must  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  moderator  within  five 
days  after  the  vacancy  arises,  and  those  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy 
serve  until  the  next  annual  meeting.  Ex  officio  members  serve  for  one 
year  and  until  their  successors  are  qualified.  All  members  of  a  budget 
committee  have  equal  rights. 

A  budget  committee  must  prepare  a  budget  on  forms  prescribed 
by  the  tax  commission  for  submission  to  the  town  meeting,  school 
meeting  and  village  district  meeting.  The  budget  committee  must  hold 
public  hearings,  at  which  interested  parties  may  appear  and  be  heard. 
Public  notice  of  such  meetings  must  be  given  at  least  seven  days 
prior  to  the  date  of  the  first  hearing,  and  may  be  given  by  posting  two 
or  more  notices  in  two  or  more  public  places  in  town.  It  may  also 
be  published  in  a  newspaper  having  general  circulation  in  the  town. 
It  is  the  duty  of  the  budget  committee  to  consult  with  the  selectmen, 
school  board,  village  district  commissioners  and  other  town  officers 
and  departments  as  to  the  cost  of  government,  revenue  anticipated 
and  services  performed;  and  it  is  the  duty  of  all  such  officials  and 
departments  to  provide  the  committee  with  the  requested  information. 
In  the  event  the  selectmen,  school  board  or  district  commissioners 
have  been  petitioned  to  include  articles  in  their  warrants,  at  least 
twenty-five  days  before  the  meeting,  these  boards  should  bring  such 
articles  to  the  attention  of  the  budget  committee  so  that  the  com- 
mittee can  act  intelligently  and  with  full  information  at  hand. 

After  the  hearings  have  been  held  the  budget  committee  by 
majority  vote  must  adopt  a  budget,  item  by  item,  and  it  must  be 
published  in  the  town  report,  or  separately,  and  distributed  or  pub- 
lished in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  town  at  least 
a  week  before  the  town  or  school  meeting.  If  more  than  one  school 
district  exists,  a  budget  should  be  prepared  for  each.  The  budget  com- 
mittee may  include  items  which  they  do  not  approve  or  disapprove 
which  they  desire  to  leave  to  the  meeting  to  decide. 

In  addition  to  publishing  the  budget,  the  committee  must  forward 
to  the  state  tax  commission  a  copy  of  each  budget  approved.  After 
the  meeting  at  which  the  budget  is  used,  the  clerk  of  the  town,  school 
district  or  village  district  must  forward  to  the  state  tax  commission  a 
certified  copy  of  every  vote  in  which  an  appropriation  is  made,  and  if 
the  meeting  is  adjourned  such  copy  must  be  sent  within  seven  days  of 
the  date  when  such  appropriation  is  made. 

In  cases,  if  any,  where  a  town  has  adopted  the  Municipal  Budget 
Act,  if  the  town  fails  to  elect  or  appoint  a  budget  committee  the 
selectmen  must  perform  the  duties  of  the  committee. 

It  is  within  the  province  of  the  town  meeting,  school  meeting  or 
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village  district  meeting  to  act  on  the  budget  submitted  as  a  whole  or 
item  by  item  under  an  article  in  the  warrant,  such  as: 

"To  see  if  the  town  (or  school  district  or  village  district) 
will  vote  to  accept  the  budget  as  submitted  by  the  budget 
committee" 

and  the  items  may  be  considered  separately  and  increased  or  decreased, 
or  disapproved  completely,  but  not  to  an  amount  which  will  increase 
the  total  appropriations  for  town  purposes  (or  school  district  purposes, 
or  village  district  purposes)  by  more  than  ten  per  cent  of  the  total 
sum  recommended  by  the  committee  for  such  purposes.  When  any 
sum  is  to  be  raised  by  borrowing,  only  the  amount  currently  to  be 
raised  by  taxation  shall  be  included  in  the  ten  per  cent  increase 
provision.  Town  meetings  may  not  consider  the  amount  of  the  school 
district  appropriations  in  fixing  said  ten  per  cent  increase,  nor  may 
the  school  district  consider  the  amount  of  town  appropriations  in 
fixing  said  ten  per  cent  increase.  Neither  may  consider  the  county 
tax  in  arriving  at  said  ten  per  cent. 

No  town,  school  district  or  village  district  can  appropriate  money 
for  any  purpose  not  mentioned  in  the  budget  to  be  used  at  such 
meeting.  It  is  for  the  budget  committee,  and  not  for  the  selectmen, 
school  board,  or  village  commissioners,  under  the  law,  to  determine 
what  appropriations  shall  be  acted  on  at  the  several  meetings. 

No  appropriation  can  be  legally  made  by  a  town,  school  or  village 
district  meeting  for  items  listed  in  the  warrant  for  the  meeting  unless 
such  items  are  included  or  referred  to  in  the  budget,  either  with  or 
without  a  suggested  appropriation.  It  is  unnecessary  to  have  a  separate 
article  in  the  warrant  for  each  item  in  the  budget,  although  they 
may  be  included  in  the  warrant  with  a  note  that  they  and  the  amount 
shown  for  appropriation  are  recommended  or  submitted  by  the  budget 
committee. 

All  recommended  appropriations  should  be  made  for  the  total 
or  gross  amount  that  may  be  spent  for  a  particular  purpose,  regardless 
of  the  fact  that  the  net  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation  may  be  less 
because  of  certain  credits  or  reimbursements.  Thus,  if  the  total  sum 
required  for  a  particular  purpose  is  $10,000  and  reimbursements  will  be 
made  of  $3,000,  the  budget  committee  should  recommend  the  sum  of 
$10,000  and  not  $7,000  but  the  $3,000  credit  item  should  be  shown  in 
the  estimated  revenues;  Selectmen,  school  boards  and  village  district 
commissioners  are,  by  law,  limited  to  the  expenditure  of  a  total 
appropriation  for  a  particular  purpose  and  not  that  portion  of  the  total 
sum  to  be  spent  that  is  raised  by  taxation.  It  is  the  duty  of  the 
budget  committee  members  to  recommend  to  the  town,  school  district 
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or  village  district  meeting  the  total  amount  which  they  think  should 
be  appropriated  for  a  particular  purpose,  but  the  qualified  voters 
at  the  meeting  have  the  right,  within  the  limits  prescribed  by  law, 
of  determining  how  much  shall  be  spent  for  any  particular  purpose. 
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New  Hampshire  Town  Manager  Law 

(Revised  Laws   (1942)    Chapter  55) 


1.  SCOPE  OP  CHAPTER.  As  used  in  this  chapter,  the  word 
"town"  shall  be  construed  not  to  include  cities  or  school  districts, 
but  shall  include  village  districts  or  precincts,  and  the  words  "town 
clerk"  shall  include  clerks  of  village  precincts  or  districts. 

2.  APPOINTMENT.  The  selectmen  of  towns  adopting  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter,  as  herein  provided,  shall  forthwith  thereafter 
appoint  a  town  manager  who  may  or  may  not,  when  appointed,  be 
a  resident  of  the  town  or  state. 

3.  QUALIFICATIONS  OP  MANAGER  AND  AUTHORITY  OP 
SELECTMEN.  The  town  manager  shall  be  selected  with  special 
reference  to  his  education,  training,  and  experience  to  perform  the 
duties  of  his  office,  and  without  reference  to  his  political  belief;  and 
shall  in  all  matters  be  subject  to  the  direction  and  supervision,  and 
hold  office  at  the  will,  of  the  selectmen  who  may  by  a  majority  vote 
remove  him  at  any  time  for  cause. 

4.  OATH  AND  BOND.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  the  town  manager  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  and  impartial 
performance  thereof,  and  a  certificate  to  that  effect  shall  be  filed 
with  the  town  clerk;  and  he  shall  execute  a  bond  in  favor  of  the  town 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  in  such  sum  with  such 
surety  or  sureties  as  may  be  approved  by  the  selectmen. 

5.  GENERAL  AUTHORITY.  The  town  manager  shall  be  the 
administrative  head  of  all  departments  of  the  town  and  be  responsible 
for  the  efficient  administration  thereof,  except  as  herein  otherwise 
provided.  He  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  property  and  busi- 
ness affairs  of  the  town  and  of  the  expenditure  of  moneys  appropriated 
by  it  for  town  purposes,  but  his  authority  shall  not  extend  to  warning 
town  meetings,  making  by-laws,  borrowing  money,  assessing  or 
collecting  taxes,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  Section  16,  granting 
licenses,  laying  out  highways,  assessing  damages,  or  any  other  func- 
tions of  a  judicial  character  vested  by  law  in  the  selectmen  or  other 
town  officers,  nor  to  supervision  of  the  offices  of  town  clerk  and  town 
treasurer. 

6.  POWERS  AND  DUTIES  IN  PARTICULAR.  The  town  man- 
ager shall  have  the  power  and  it  shall  be  his  duty: 

I.  To  organize,  continue,  or  discontinue  from  time*  to  time,  such 
department,  as  the  selectmen  may  from  time  to  time  determine.

II.  To  appoint,  upon  merit  and  fitness  alone,  and  to  remove,  all 
subordinate  officers  and  employees  under  his  control,  and  to  fix  their 
compensation. 

III.  To  attend  such  regular  or  special  meetings  of  the  selectmen 
as  they  shall  require. 

IV.  To  keep  full  and  complete  records  of  the  doings  of  his  office, 
and  to  render  to  the  selectmen  an  itemized  monthly  report  in  writing, 
showing  in  detail  the  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  preceding 
month;  and  annually,  or  oftener  at  the  request  of  the  selectmen,  to 
make  a  synopsis  of  all  reports  for  publication. 

V.  To  keep  the  selectmen  fully  advised  as  to  the  needs  of  the 
town,  within  the  scope  of  his  duties,  and  to  furnish  them  on  or  before 
the  thirty-first  day  of  January  of  each  year  a  careful,  detailed  estimate 
in  writing  of  the  probable  expenditures  of  the  town  government  for 
the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  stating  the  amount  required  to  meet  the  in- 
terest on  maturing  bonds  and  notes  or  other  outstanding  indebtedness 
of  the  town,  and  showing  specifically  the  amount  necessary  to  be  pro- 
vided for  each  fund  and  department  and  to  submit  at  the  same  time  an 
estimate  in  writing  of  the  amount  of  income  from  all  sources  of 
revenue,  exclusive  of  taxes  upon  property,  and  of  the  probable  amount 
required  to  be  levied  and  raised  by  taxation  to  defray  all  expenses 
and  liabilities  of  the  town.  For  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  town  man- 
ager to  make  up  the  annual  estimate  of  expenditures,  all  boards, 
officers,  and  committees  of  the  town  shall,  upon  his  written  request, 
furnish  all  information  in  their  possession  and  submit  to  him  in 
writing  a  detailed  estimate  of  the  appropriations  required  for  the 
efficient  and  proper  conduct  of  their  respective  department  during 
the  fiscal  year. 

VI.  To  examine  or  cause  to  be  examined,  with  or  without  notice, 
the  affairs  of  any  department  under  his  control,  or  the  conduct  of 
any  officer  or  employee  thereof;  and  for  that  purpose  he  shall  have 
access  to  all  town  books  and  papers,  for  the  information  necessary 
for  the  proper  performance  of  his  duties. 

VII.  To  have  charge,  control  and  supervision,  subject  to  the 
direction  of  the  selectmen  and  to  the  by-laws  of  the  town,  if  any, 
of  the  following  matters: 

(a)  The  management  of  municipal  water  works,  lighting  and 
power  systems. 

(b)  The  construction,  maintenance  and  repairing  of  all  town 
buildings  and  of  all  town  roads,  highways,  sidewalks  and  bridges, 
except  as  otherwise  specially  voted  by  the  town. 

(c)  The  purchase  of  all  supplies  for  the  town. 
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(d)  The  police  and  fire  departments  of  the  town,  if  any. 

(e)  The  system  of  sewers  and  drainage,  if  any. 

(f)  The  lighting  of  streets,  highways  and  bridges. 

(g)  The  sprinkling  of  streets  and  highways,  the  laying  of  dust 
and  the  removal  of  snow. 

(h)     The  maintenance  of  parks,  commons  and  playgrounds, 
(i)     The  care  of  cemeteries. 

(j)  The  letting,  making  and  performance  of  all  contracts  for 
work  done  for  the  town. 

In  municipalities  adopting  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  town 
manager  shall  supersede  any  board  of  commissioners  or  other  super- 
visory officer  or  officers  previously  established,  elected  or  appointed 
to  have  superintendence  of  any  of  the  matters  specified  in  the  fore- 
going paragraphs  (a)  to  (j)  inclusive;  except  that  he  shall  not  super- 
sede, nor  shall  adoption  of  this  act  in  any  way  impair  the  authority 
and  duties  of,  fire  engineers,  the  state  highway  commissioner  and  his 
assistants,  nor  any  police  commission  created  by  act  of  the  legislature. 

VIII.  To  administer  the  poor  relief  of  the  town,  either  directly 
or  through  a  person  or  persons  appointed  by  him,  and  under  the 
supervision  of  the  selectmen. 

IX.  To  perform  such  other  duties  consistent  with  his  office  as 
may  be  required  of  him  by  vote  of  the  selectmen. 

7.  APPROVAL  OP  VOUCHERS.  The  town  manager  may  ap- 
prove vouchers  for  obligations  incurred  by  any  department  of  which 
he  has  supervision,  and  except  during  his  absence  or  disability  the 
selectmen  shall  not  draw  orders  for  the  payment  of  any  such  obliga- 
tions without  such  approval.  The  selectmen  may  themselves  approve 
such  vouchers  or  authorize  their  approval  by  some  other  person,  in 
the  event  of  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  town  manager. 

8.  VACANCY.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  town  manager  shall 
be  filled  as  soon  as  practicable  by  the  selectmen;  and  pending  the 
appointment  of  a  permanent  manager,  the  selectmen  may  appoint 
a  person  to  perform  temporarily  the  duties  of  that  office. 

9.  INCOMPATIBILITY  OF  OFFICES.  The  town  manager,  dur- 
ing the  time  that  he  holds  such  appointment,  may  be  manager  of  a 
district  or  precinct  located  wholly  or  mainly  within  the  same  town  as 
hereinafter  provided,  and  may  be  elected  or  appointed  to  any  municipal 
office  in  such  town  or  included  district  or  precinct  that  would  be 
subject  to  his  supervision  if  occupied  by  another  incumbent;  but  he 
shall  hold  no  other  public  office  except  justice  of  the  peace  or  notary 
public  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  Section  16. 
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10.  COMPENSATION,  HOW  FIXED.  The  town  manager  shall 
receive  such  compensation  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  selectmen,  unless 
otherwise  specifically  voted  by  the  town. 

11.  ADOPTION  OF  ACT.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not 
become  operative  in  any  town  unless  and  until  the  same  are  adopted 
by  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  the  town  present  and  voting  at 
an  annual  meeting  duly  warned  as  hereinafter  provided. 

12.  WARNING.  The  selectmen,  upon  the  written  application 
of  ten  or  more  voters,  or  one  sixth  of  the  voters  in  the  town,  shall 
insert  a  proper  article  in  their  warning  for  such  meeting,  which  article 
shall  refer  to  this  chapter. 

13.  REVOCATION.  A  town  that  has  adopted  the  provisions  of 
this  act  may  rescind  such  adoption  by  majority  vote  of  the  legal 
voters  present  and  voting  at  a  subsequent  annual  meeting,  provided 
a  proper  article  therefor  is  inserted  in  the  warrant  for  such  meeting; 
but  no  acts  done  or  obligations  incurred  by  the  town  manager  prior 
to  such  rescission  shall  be  affected  thereby. 

14.  VILLAGE  DISTRICTS;  AUTHORITY.  A  village  district  or 
precinct  organized  under,  or  established  by  special  act  for  any  of 
the  purposes  set  forth  in  section  1  of  chapter  57  of  the  Public  Laws, 
may  avail  itself  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  so  far  as  applicable  if  a 
majority  of  the  voters  thereof  present  and  voting  at  a  district  or 
precinct  meeting  so  vote  under  a  proper  article  in  the  warrant  there- 
for as  above  provided.  The  commissioners  of  a  village  district  or 
precinct  adopting  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  have  the  same 
powers  in  respect  to  the  employment,  direction,  supervision  and  dis- 
charge of  town  managers  and  the  fixing  of  their  bonds  and  salaries 
as  are  herein  conferred  upon  selectmen;  provided,  however,  that  no 
village  district  or  precinct  shall  avail  itself  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  unless  the  town  in  which  such  district  or  precinct,  or  the  major 
part  thereof  as  shown  by  its  valuation  for  taxation  purposes,  is  located 
shall  have  voted  to  adopt  such  provisions;  and  provided  further  that 
whenever  a  village  district  or  precinct  shall  adopt  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  it  shall  appoint  as  its  manager  the  manager  of  such  town. 

15.  BALLOT  VOTE.  Whenever  an  article  has  been  inserted  in 
the  warrant  for  the  annual  meeting  of  any  town,  village  district  or 
precinct,  calling  for  consideration  of  the  question  of  adopting  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter,  the  clerk  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  in 
advance  of  such  meeting  a  printed  ballot  containing  a  question  sub- 
stantially as  follows:  "Do  you  favor  adoption  of  the  town  manager 
plan  as  provided  in  chapter  55,  Revised  Laws?"  followed  by  the  words 
"Yes"  and  "No"  with  boxes  after  each,  in  which  the  voter  may  mark 
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his  choice.  Such  ballot  shall  be  used  at  all  meetings  voting  on  such 
question  pursuant  to  sections  11  and  14  hereof.  The  polls  shall  remain 
open  at  least  three  hours  at  any  meeting  balloting  on  such  questions. 
In  voting  on  the  question  of  revoking  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
in  any  town,  village  district  or  precinct  pursuant  to  section  13  hereof, 
the  balloting  procedure  prescribed  by  this  section  shall  govern,  except 
that  the  question  appearing  on  the  printed  ballot  shall  be  substantially 
as  follows:  "Do  you  favor  revoking  the  town  manager  plan  as  pro- 
vided in  chapter  55,  Revised  Laws?" 

16.  COLLECTION  OF  TAXES.  Any  town  which,  at  any  annual 
meeting,  whether  the  same  meeting  at  which  the  action  hereinafter 
provided  for  is  taken  or  otherwise,  shall  adopt  or  shall  have  adopted 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter,  may  further  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of 
such  town  present!  and  voting  at  an  annual  meeting  under  a  proper 
article  in  the  warrant  therefor  as  above  provided,  provide  that  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  office  of  collector  of  taxes  of  such  town  shall 
be  transferred  from  the  office  of  collector  of  taxes  to  that  of  the 
town  manager;  and  the  office  of  collector  of  taxes  shall  thereupon 
cease  and  terminate,  and  all  and  any  of  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  collector  of  said  town  provided  for  by  any  provisions  of  the  laws 
now  in  effect'  or  hereinafter  enacted  shall  be  vested  in  the  town 
manager  of  such  town  for  as  long  as  the  vote  of  such  town  adopting 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  remain  unrescinded;  provided, 
however,  that  in  no  village  district  or  precinct  which  shall  have 
adopted  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  under  section  14  hereof,  shall 
such  town  manager  have  the  powers  or  duties  incidental  to  the  col- 
lecting of  taxes  or  rentals  not  based  upon  the  assessed  valuation  of 
real  estate,  unless  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  present  and  voting 
at  a  district  or  precinct  meeting  of  said  district  or  precinct  so  vote 
under  a  proper  article  in  the  warrant  therefor  as  above  provided. 

17.  TAKES  EFFECT.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  pas- 
sage.
